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RECAPITULATION. 


White Race. . 


The average length of schools in the county outside of 
Raleigh Township was 92 23-94 days. The enrollment was 
4914, being about 66 2-3 per cent, making 1 2-3 per cent 
increase over last year. 


Colored Race. 


The average length of schools in the county outside of 
Raleigh Township was 90 days. The enrollment was 4265, 
making about 74 4-5 per cent. This is a decrease from last 
year of 3 3-4 per cent. 


The enrollment of white race in Raleigh Township was 
about 55 1-4 per cent, being an increase of 3 3-4 per cent over 
last year. The enrollment of colored race was about 38 2-3 
per cent, being a decrease of about 4 per cent over last year. 
White children in the entire county 97435 colored children 
8788; white children enrolled 6525, being about 67 1-13 per 
cent; colored children enrolled 5743, being about 654 per 
cent. The average length of schools in the entire county 
was about 964 days. 

The average attendance outside of Raleigh Township was: 
white race 28854, colored race 25024; 1n the.entire county 
white race 39524, colored race 33744. It will be seen that 
there is an increase in the enrollment of white children in the 
county of 609, but a decrease in the enrollment of the colored 
- children of 20. 

The number of white children outside of Raleigh Town- 
ship between the ages of 12 and 21 who can not read and 
write is 230, being about 6 per cent of that age; the number 
of colored children is 420, being about 7 2-3 per cent of said 


age.
